2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 6 is 
allowable over the prior art of record because claim 6 provides a first key generator in 
two equal sections, replicating a second key in both sections of a first key, wherein using 
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the symbols to encode and decode in a first stage, where the symbols cancel the symbols 
applied to a second stage. 

US 6,061,449 Candelore teaches using a public/private key algorithm in a block cipher 
encryption/ decryption system, (Col 32 lines 1-15). Candelore does not specifically teach 
using a fixed length set of keys. Candelore does not teach a key generator in two equal 
sections, where the symbols of a first stage cancel the symbols applied to a second stage. 
US 5,835,603 Courts teaches using fixed length keys with various well known 
cryptographic algorithms, (Col 3 lines 34-38). 

Courts does not teach a key generator in two equal sections, where the symbols of a first 
stage cancel the symbols applied to a second stage.
